Force, what a Hurry and a Fright he put 
us in, and how we were fain to have Troops 
brought from Flanders, that fhould have 
ferv’d in the Field there; our Regiments 
defiga’d for Lisbon be ftopp’d, our Squa- 
drons defign’d to relieve the Mediterrancan 
Part,fent tothe North, and in fhort, that we 
are notin a Condition to refift 7000 Men. 
The Hiat in the Letter, I gave you in 
the laft Paper, of 5000 Men traverfing all 
Scotland, muft give ustounderftand, that 
our Militia in that Country is ina mifera- 
ble, unfettled Pofture, and that upon any 
Alarm the whole People are an irregular 
Mobb, under no Pofibility of making an 
Appearance formutual Defence. 
To remedy this Mifchief, "tis neceffary 
certainly to confider the Danger, fucha 
defencelefs

defencelefs Pofture of Affairs expofes us to. 
—And tofind out Methods to put Scotland 
ni a Pofture not to be infulsed, or found in 
the like’ Condition of Nakednefs again— 
And thisfeems to me to be.very feazible, 


under one of thefe three Heads. 


y. By having a reafonabfe Strength at 
‘hand for preventing Surprize. | 

2. By having the Country put into a Po- 
fture of Defence, and Arms put into 
the.Hands of the People. 

3) By having Arms taken out of the 
Hands of the Enemies of the Govern- 
ment. 

4 By having a Stationary, Squadron of the 
Navy fix'd in the Firthof Edinburgh, 

q» By having the Ports ftrengthned with 
neceffary Fortifications. 


Y'll take up fome of your Time to difcourfe 
of all thefe Heads in their Courfe; but I 
am now upen Generals only, and fhall but 
give you Hintgof Matters.

nation ¢o their Superiers, and may be 
perhaps the moft formidable little Body of 
Men in. their rude Circumftances ja tHefe 
Parts of the World. But on the other 

and, thofe People are not, generally 
fpeaking, your Friends— That is, indeed
